Some day it may occur to somebody 
to write a book with the title “Sur­ 
prises of Moxifo,” for it becomes more 
and more evident that the land is full 
of odd places and people. Not far over 
the border, for example, lies a region 
where life is still lived by white set­ 
tlers under pioneer conditions, 
and, 
as says a recent traveler, the “pioneer 
formers in the Yaqui valley have to 
live in forts and carry guns for pro­ 
tection against the Indians/* Here are 
still wild American aborigines, a horde 
of about 20,000 of them, classified as 
the Tarahumare Indians, who live in 
caves, worship woodpeckers, and are 
for the most part doubtless as igno­ 
rant of the United States as if Colum­ 
bus had not sailed from Europe .The 
land itself is unquestionably an asset 
to the future of Mexico, once the pres­ 
ent troubles of the nation are over, 
but, except for the pioneer farmers 
and the growth of a few mining towns, 
the “land of Nayarit” remains much 
as it must have been when Cortes was 
conquering another part of the coun­ 
try. 
In its promise of agricultural 
produce and mineral wealth it is said 
to be one of the richest regions in the 
world, but s<> far “its only roads are 
the winding cow-trails made by cattle 
o(n their way to water holes.

If my information bo correct, the headquarters of 
the federal trade commission in Chicago during the 
time they were open were centers of sedition and 
anarchy from which radiated the most baleful influence. 
I trust I have mentioned enough to demonstrate that 
that office was, during all that period, a center of rad­ 
icalism, a nesting place for socialists, a spawning 
ground for sovietism, and that, while professing to in­

If Any Man Ever Deserved the Thanks 
of England, Schwab Is the Mao

In a memorandum which I had printed and circulated in January, 
1914, seven months before the war, these words may be found in large 
capital letters, “The submarine is the coming type of war vessel for sea 
fighting.” I was literally persecuted for building submarines while I was 
first sea lord. Thanks to Admiral Bacon and Admiral S. S. Hall, we are 
what we are. When 1 left the admiralty on January 25, 1910, there were 
61 efficient submarines and 13 were building. 
When I returned to the 
admiralty in October, 1914, there were only 51, so I sent for Mr, Schwab 
of the ISethlehem Steel works and he delivered a batch of submarines in 
five months. 


That was an unprecedented feat, as 14 months was the record till then. 
These “H”-type submarines built by Schwab went unconvoyed from Amer­ 
ica to the Dardanelles and acted there prodigiously. Mr. Schwab should 
have been made a duke, If any man ever deserved the gratitude of Eng­ 
land, Mr. Schwab is the man, but he has not even received the Order of 
ihe Bad Egg, 


The British nation js going to make the same damned mess over the 
internal combustion engine, which is as imperative for commerce as for 
war. 
Every nation except ourselves is pushing ahead with this engine. 
Herr Ballin, before he suicided, decided on a fleet of 10,000-ton vessels so 
fitted. We have no big ship so fitted that I know of 
even thought of.

It is expected 
that Mr. Million, when he dies, will 
leave his estate carefully guarded by 
a long legal document; but the man 
who has nothing but a house and lot 
and SHOO in the bank assumes that it 
isn’t enough to bother the court about. 
So lie dies, and his wife, who might, 
under a proper will, have entered into 
the enjoyment of his estate at once, 
with very little legal formality, finds 
herself compelled to give bonds, and 
go through »an immense amount of red 
tape; and is fortunate if she is not in­ 
volved in a family feud before the ne­ 
gotiations are completed. Even if she 
conies through safely, she has paid 
more than she can* afford, in fees and 
charges—all of which would have been 
largely obviated by a proper will. 


The rich man’s estate will stand it. 
There will be enough left for his lieirs 
even after the courts and lawyers are 
through. 
A will for him is more or 
less of a luxury; but it is a necessity 
to the man of small means; and the 
smaller the estate the more essential.-^ 
Collier’s Weekly. 


“Silk” From Pulp. 


Fifteen million pairs of “silk” stock­ 
ings, the product of forests, were sent 
out of the United States last year to 
compete with the product of the ori­ 
ental silkworm. 


The process by which the forests 
are turned into silk stockings is a 
comparatively simple one. Wood pulp 
is treated with caustic soda to form a 
sodium cellulose, and then dissolved 
In carbon disulphide. The artificial 
product has a greater brilliancy than 
natural silk, but is somewhat harsher 
to tho touch. 


It i.« now used, not only for hosiery, 
.out for dress trimmings, upholsteries 
and rugs, for insulating electric wire, 
and making durable mantles for in­ 
candescent lightG. The artificial silks 
exported by the states go to all parts 
of the world, and actually invade the 
countries in which natural silk is pro­ 
duced, including China, Japan, and 
Italy, the chief silk-producing coun­ 
tries of the world.

"William J. Eden, Gettysburg, who 
was defeated on tl>A Republican ticket 
for register and recorder at the elec- 
'tion in November, has been appointed 
mercantile appraiser for Adams coun­ 
ty by Auditor General Charles Snyder 
who made his first list of announce­ 
ments on Tuesday night. D. Guy Hoi- 
linger, Hanover, who lost his fight for 
sheriff by about twelve votes, was ap­ 
pointed mercantile appraiser for York 
county. 
Mr. Snyder said that in al­ 
most every instance, he had "followed 
the recommendation of the Republican 
organization of the county.” Under the 
act of 1919 the power to appoint mer­ 
cantile appraisers is vested in the 
Auditor General although in previous 
years the county commissioners made 
the selections. G. Allen Yolie, clerk of 
th*3 connnissiopers, served as mercan­ 
tile appraiser during the past four 
years as practically all the commis­ 
sioners* clerks have done in the past. 
The duties of the mercantile appraiser 
consist of visiting every store in the 
county each year and 
finding 
the 
amount of money taken in by each 
dealer in order to set the mercantile 
tax. 
The office pays about $500 an­ 
nually. 


When the Gettysburg town council 
went out of office this week, it left a 
record which has not been duplicated 
for a quarter of a century in the bor­ 
ough’s finance. 
The floating debt has 
been reduced to the point where it is 
fully covered by outstanding taxes so 
that the only liability the town has is 
its bonded debt.

HE boulevards of Paris, which 
extend for a length of four kilo- 
meters and a half 
from 
the 


Madeleine to the Bastille in a 


semi-circumference, are the rendezvous 
of the world; a picturesque crowd, 
con1 posed of the most heterogeneous 
typos of humanity, promenades cease- 
lessly the wide sidewalks, where the 
terraces of innumerable cafes lend an 
air of good-h-amored if rather vulgar 
familiarity to the whole scene. 


The Paris boulevards may be said 


to have originated in the deep muddy 
tr nches 
which 
were hastily 
dug 


around the city in 1536, to repulse 
tb > much-dreaded attacks of the Eng- 
li a who, having devastated Picardy, 
v.'>re now threatening the capital, says 
the Christian Science Monitor. 
The 


first trees were planted in 1638, and 
h-ive been continually replaced since 
t'jen, although they have not ceased to 
P!niggle bravely to live and thrive in 
spite of the scarcity of light, air, and 
tun. 


Entrance to the Boulevards. 


The starting point of the boule- 


vards can be located at the Bastille; 
before the eighteenth century they be- 
gan at the entrance of the Rue St. 
Antoine, so that the attention of the 
stranger who entered Paris by the 
Porte St. Antoine was at once at- 
tracted by the looming mass of the 
state prison, and by the beautiful resi- 
dence of Beaumarchais, which played 
a part in the Revolutionary drama. 


One soon reaches the Boulevard du 


Temple, today so calm, and essential- 
ly 
commercial 
with 
its 
numerous 


baker, 
butcher, and grocer 
shops. 


Once upon a time, however, and not so 
very long ago, it was called '^the beau- 
tiful boulevard," for it was then the 
favorite meeting place of courtiers 
and rich bourgeois of the "Tout Paris," 
which e\ en then was docile in obey- 
ing the dictates of fashion. Innumer- 
able theaters and shows lined both 
sides of the roadway, giving the boule- 
rard the appearance of a perpetual 
fair in which a gay, laughing crowd 
paused to listen to the songs of Colle 
and Piron—sung by the lovely Fan- 
chon la Veilleuse—and amused itself 
with the antics of Nicolet's extraor- 
dinary monkey. 


After the Place de la Republique 


has been safely crossed, one saunters 
up the Boulevard St. Martin, the road- 
way of which is encased between high 
sidewalks reached by mounting sev- 
eral steps. 
It extends to the Porte 


St. Martin, erected in 1674 by the 
municipal corps of Paris to the glory 
of Louis XLV. At nightfall the Boule- 
vard St. Martin acquires a certain ani- 
mation 
when 
the 
public 
presses 


around the 
doors of the 
Ambigu 


Comique, the Renaissance and the 
Porte St. Martin theaters. The Porte 
St. Martin was built in 00 days by Le- 
moine, at the end of the reign of 
Louis XVI, to serve as a temporary 
opera house. 


But the sidewalks suddenly cease 


to be terraced and slope gently down- 
ward until they reach their normal 
height, and the noisy Boulevard St. 
Denis extends between the two monu- 
mental gateways, the beautiful bas- 
reliefs of which remind the passerby 
of the taking of Limburg and the de- 
feat of the Germans, as well as of the 
passing of the Rhine and the taking 
of the provinces by Louis XIV—ex- 
ploits of which the "Sun King" was 
justly proud. 
It must be remarked 


that the escutcheon of the Porte St. 
Denis with its fleur-de-Iys is the only 
royal emblem which was respected 
by the Revolution of 1848. 


Landmarks Along the Way. 


The Boulevard Bonne Nouvelle has 


preserved a number of old-fashioned 
houses presenting a strong contrast 
to the modern construction, which has 
considerably spoiled the charm of the 
old boulevards so essentially Parisian. 
Facing the aggressive stores, which 
occupy a whole block, one can still 
see a picturesque corner distinctly 
reminiscent of old Paris; the angle 
of the dark old Rue de la Lune, where 
still exists a famous pastry shop, "A 
la Renoiumee de in Brioche," in which 
for more tlian a century, Parisians 
have eaten the famous cake. 
The 


Gymnase theater, a few steps farther 
down, was buiJt in the early part of 
the last century and is still one of 
the most fashionable 
theatei-s of 


Paris. 


From the famous Oarrefo'ir des 


Ecrases, situated at the point where 
the boulevard crosses at right angles 
the Rue and Faubourg Montmartre, 
the Rue de Richelieu and the Rue 
Drouot, there extends a sort of neu- 
tral zone—the Boulevard Montmartre 
—which one might almost define as 
the vestibule to the Boulevard des 
Itallens. It was here, in the Passage 
des Panoramas, that, in 1817, the ex- 
periment of lighting Paris by gns was 
first attempted. The Boulevard Mont- 
martre has lost most of its former 
vogue; many of its famous cafes, 
which formed part of the life of the 
city, no longer exist. 
Brebant has 


disappeared; the Cafe 
de Madrid, 


which played an Important part in the 
political history of the second em- 
pire, and during the war was frequent- 
ed by the most famous "aces" ol 
French aviation—such as Fonck and 
Nungesser when on leave—is becom- 
ing transformed. 


The Cafe de Mulhouse has been re- 


placed by the Musee Grevin, of wax- 
work celebrity. The Theater des Vari- 
etes, with the columns of its old-fash- 
ioned portico, is a souvenir of the past, 
as well as is the Passage Verdeau of 
which many people -would surely for- 
cer, the existence were they not forci- 
bly reminded of it when showers 
oblige them to seek a refuge in that 
haunt once so fashionable. 


The Rue de Richelieu marks the 


beginning of the true boulevard, which 
privileged region spans the Place de 
i'Opera to the Madeleine church. On 
the 
crowded sidewalks, rather ob- 


structed by the terraces of innumer 
able cafes, one meets "all kinds ,-\nd 
conditions of men" in that most demo- 
cratic 
of 
all 
conglomerations—and 


that most banal—a Parisian crowd. 


Another Famed Thoroughfare. 


The Boulevard dos Italiens was the 


center1 of the brilliant, scandalous life 
of the late empire and early '30s 
There used to assemble at Tortonl's 
at the Maison d'Or—now transformed 
•'nto a post office—at 
the 
Cafe de 


Paris, 
those French 
dandies 
whc 


brought such laborious care to the 
imitation of the extravagances of theii 
English models; at the corner of the 
Rue Laffitte was situated the 
Caff 


Ilardig, the meeting place of the ngi 
fators at the fall of the asslgnats and 
which is celebrated as having beer 
the first Parisian cafe where luncheons 
were served "a la fourchette," that is 
where meat was served. 
The Cafe 


Anglais on the opposite side of the 
boulevard was the most fashionable 
restaurant of the second empire. It 
was demolished recently, and Paris 
sighed at the disappearance of anoth- 
er of its favorite haunts. 
The Pa- 


vilion de Hanovre, facing the Vaude- 
ville theater, now shelters the shop ol 
a prosperous silversmith; but It if 
of noble origin, having formerly be 
longed to the duke of Richelieu, whc 
had, so runs the legend, built it witt 
the product of the golden and silver 
laurels he obtained by hook or bj 
crook during the Hanoverian war 
Hence the nickname which has evei 
since remained attached to the beau- 
tiful and luxurious building. 


The Boulevard des Capucines, waicb 


starts from the Vaudeville and spans 
the Place de 1'Opera, is always ex- 
tremely animated with its numerous 
hotels, clubs and shops. It belongs in 
some sort to history, for it was froir 
the garden of the Capucines (whict 
has disappeared long since) that the 
first pistol shot which transformed 
the riot of 1848 into a regular revo- 
lution was fired. 


Processions and corteges 
of all 


kinds, both civil and military, peace- 
ful, threatening or triumphant, have 
through the centuries passed down 
the boulevards, stamping history into 
the very footway.they followed. Bui 
surely the old avenues never wit- 
nessed a more solemn or symbolical 
scene than the parade of the allied 
troops, which, on the 14th of July, 
preceded by their glorious, tattered 
banners, marched down the boule- 
vards toward the Place de la Re- 
publlque.

Sonic day it may occur to sorapborly 
to write a book with tlio title "Siir- 
priRos of AlPXiro/* for it becomos raoro 
and more evident that the hind is full 
of odd places and people. Not far over 
the border, for example, lies a region 
where life is still lived by white set- 
tlers under pioneer conditions, 
and, 
as says a recent traveler, the "pioneer 
farmers in the Yaqui valley have to 
live in forts and carry guns for pro- 
tection against the Indians." Here are 
still wild American aborigines, a horde 
of about 20.000 of Ihem, classlfled as 
the Tarahumare Indians, who live in 
caves, worship woodpeckers, and are 
for the most part doubtless as Igno- 
rant of the United Slates as if Colum- 
bus had not sailed from Europe .The 
land itself is unquestionably an asset 
to the future of Mexico, once the pres- 
ent troubles of the nallon are over, 
but, except for the pioneer 
farmers 
and the growth of a few mining towns, 
the "land of Kayarit*' remains much 
as it must have been when Cones was 
conquering another part of tlie coun- 
try. 
In its proraiS(» of 
agricultural 
produce and mineral v/ealth It is said 
to be one of the richest region? in the 
world, but so far "its only roads are 
the winding cow-trails made by cattle 
o,n their way to water holes. Not a 
single railway crosses it from ensl to 
west; and ono line only splits it from 
Nogales to Mazatlan. Vast areas of 
the interior are practically uninhab- 
ited except for lonely huts here and 
there in canons or near water holes.'* 
And the United States Is only a day's 
ride away across the Texas border.

So he dies, and his wife, who might, 
under a proper will, have entered into 
the enjoyment of his estate at nnce, 
with very little legal formality, fmds 
herself compelled to give bonds, and 
go through »an Immense amount of red 
tape; and is fortunate if she is not in- 
volved in a family feud before the ne- 
gotiations are completed. 
Even if she 
comes through safely, she has paid 
more than she can' afford, in fees and 
QlmvfrQs—aW of which would have been 
largely obviated by a proper will. 


The rich man's estate will stand it. 
There will be enough left for his heirs 
even after the courts and lawyers are 
through. 
A will for him is more or 
less of a luxury; but it is a necessity 
to the man of small means; and the 
smaller the estate the more essential.—

Anglais on the opposite side of the 
boulevard was the most fashionable 
restaurant of the second empire.

was demolished recently, and Pari? 
sighed at the disappearance of anoth- 
er of Its favorite haunts. 
The Pa- 
vilion de Hanovre, facing the Vaude 
ville theater, now shelters the shop ol 
a prosperous silversmith; but It is 
of noble origin, having formerly be 
longed to the duke of Richelieu, wiic 
had, so runs the legend, built it witl* 
the product of the golden and silvei 
laurels he obtained by hook 
or

during the 
Hanoverian

Hence the nickname which has evei 
since remained attached to the beau- 
tiful and luxurious building.
